The commoners then proceeded 
to the house of lords, where the 
ceremony Was carried out in time 
honored fashion 
There had been mutterings dur­ 
ing the proceedings in the upper 
chamber and when the members of 
the lower house returned to the 
commons to take the oath of office 
Jack Jones, well 
known 
labor j 
member, rose to a point of order, j 
He declared the 
commons 
had ( 
been insulted by the lords. 
The speaker 
asked for infor- 
mation as to the alleged insult. 
"I’ll give it; you saw it >o>uself. 
j 
Jones replied. 
It was understood 
the speaker was to consider the ! 
matter later. 
On leaving the house this even- i 
ing. Mr. Jones explained that he 1 
had protested because was a con­ 
stitutionalist: 
whereas the

whp were) always talking about 
the constitution, were the last to 
observe it.

commoners ill decent numbers and 
he complained that 100 com m on­ 
ers had been received in the lords 
only by "five Marionettes troni an 
Itaiian opera."
